I  have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Fifth 
Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  general  sanitary  condition 
of  the  District. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  again  a  very  considerable 
amount  of  infectious  disease  prevalent  throughout  the  year. 
Fortunately,  the  disea.ses  were  of  a  mild  type  and  the 
death  rate  from  these  complaints  was  not  much  above  the 
average. 

The  increase  in  the  district  still  continues,  124  new 
houses  being  built  during  the  year. 

Steady  improvement  has  been  made  in  sanitation 
generally,  the  .systematic  house  to  house  inspection  made 
by  Messrs.  Forman  having  resulted  in  the  removal  of  many 
insanitary  conditions. 

The  Statutory  Report  upon  the  administration  of  the 
Factories  and  Workshops  Act,  1901,  will  be  found  on 
page  68. 

Separate  Tables  are  given  for  Ratcliffe  and  Kingston, 
temporarily  attached  to  the  Shardlow  District. 

The  Report  of  Mr.  Forman,  Sanitary  Inspector,  is 
appended,  and  I  thank  him  for  his  hearty  co-operation 
during  the  year.

ANNUAL  HEALTH  REPORT 


FOR  XHE:  year  1905. 

- - 

Physical  Features  and  General  Characters  of 
the  District. — The  Shnrdlow  ISural  District  lies  south  and 
east  of  tlie  Borough  of  Derby.  It  almost  surrounds  the  small 
Urban  District  of  Alvaston,  and  touches  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Long  Eaton  and  Ilkeston  on  the  east  and  north  east  respectively. 

Its  extent  is  44,859  acres,  practically  G9  square  miles. 

The  northern  portion  is  hilly,  the  altitudes  varying  from  800 
to  460  feet  above  sea  level.  To  the  south,  in  the  valleys  of  the 
Trent  and  Derwent,  it  is  flat,  seldom  exceeding  100  feet  above 
sea  level.  In  the  south-west  it  again  rises  from  260  feet  at 
Melbourne  to  about  400  at  Derby  Hills. 

The  principal  industries  are  Agriculture,  Coal  Mining  (West 
Ilallam,  Stanton-by-Dale,  Stanley),  Lace  manufacture  (Sandi- 
acre,  Draycott,  Melbourne).  There  are  paper  mills  at  Little 
Eaton,  boot  factories  at  Melbourne,  and  brew-eries  at  Little 
Eaton  and  Shardlow. 

Geological  Formation. — The  principal  formations  are 
as  follows  : — 

— Barrow-on-Trent,  Elvaston,  Sawley,  Shardlow, 
Swarkestone,  RatclilTe,  and  parts  of  Draycott,  Little  Eaton  and 
Kingston.

Population. — At  the  census  of  1891,  the  population  of  the 
District,  omitting  the  parts  annexed  to  the  Borough  of  Derby 
in  1901,  was  23,431  ;  at  that  of  1901  it  was  26,629.  As  we 
leave  the  census  year  behind,  the  estimation  of  population 
becomes  more  and  more  liable  to  error.  It  is  important  that 
the  estimate  should  not  be  too  great,  as,  all  vital  statistics 
being  calculated  upon  it,  this  would  cause  the  birth  and  death 
rates  to  appear  less  than  they  should  properly  be.  I  have, 
therefore,  assumed  the  rate  of  increase  to  have  continued  about 
the  same  as  in  the  ten  years  1891-1901.  This  gives  an 
estimated  population  of  28,190  at  the  middle  of  1905.

*  By  an  order  of  the  Local  GoTornment  Board,  wiiich  took  eilect  on  the  Ist  April 
1902,  Sintin  Moor  I’arisb  was  extended  to  include  tbo  part  of  Ostnaaton  not  annexed 
to  tbe  Borongb  of  Derby. 
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The  number  of  new  houses  erected  during  the  year  was 
about  up  to  the  average,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any 
likelihood  of  a  falling  off  in  the  future. 

Birih.s. — The  number  of  births  registered  during  tlie  year 
was  756 — males,  358 ;  females,  398.  Tlie  Birth.  Bate  for 
the  year  was  26.8  per  1,000  of  the  estimated  population. 
This  is  the  lowest  birth  rate  recorded  for  the  district.  It  is 
1'5  per  1,000  lower  than  that  for  last  year,  and  3.2  below  the 
average  of  the  past  ten  years.  The  birth  rate  for  the  year 
for  England  and  Wales  was  27.2,  and  that  for  rural  England 
and  Wales,  26. 3. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  was  378. 

Deaths. — The  total  number  of  deaths  recorded  in  the  district 
was  377.  Of  these,  18,  occurring  at  Shardlow  Workhouse  and 
Draycott  Isolation  Hospital,  were  of  “  non-residents,”  that  is 
to  say,  they  were  brought  in  on  account  of  illness  and  died 
whilst  in  these  institutions.  On  the  other  hand,  17  residents 
of  the  district  died  in  public  institutions  in  Derby  during  the 
year.  These,  of  course,  must  be  added  to  the  number  remaining 
after  deducting  deaths  of  “  non-residents.”  We  have  then  a 
total  of  376  deaths,  giving  an  annual  Death  Bate  of  13  4 
per  1 ,000  of  the  population.  The  rates  for  the  year  for  England 
and  Wales  and  rural  England  and  Wales  were  15.2  and  14.9 
respectively. 

200  males  and  176  females  died  during  the  year. 

33  deaths  were  registered  in  Coroners’  certificates  and  5 
were  uncertified.  The  “  uncertified  ”  deaths  were  distributed 
as  follows  : — Ockbrook,  1  ;  Sandiacre,  1  ;  Sawley,  2  ;  btanley,  1. 


Zymotic  Death  Rate. — Zymotic  diseases  caused  28  deaths, 
viz. : — Measles  7,  Scarlet  Fever  6,  Whooping  Cough  8, 
Diphtheria  6,  Enteric  Fever  2,  Diarrhoea  5.  The  Zymotic 
death  rate  for  the  year  was  0-9  per  1,000  population.  This  is 
slightly  lower  than  that  for  last  year,  although  more  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified. 

Infant  Mortality. — The  deaths  of  children  under  one  year 
of  age  numbered  64,  as  compared  with  77  in  1904  and  89  in 
1908.  The  Infantile  Death  Rate  was  86  per  1,000 
births  registered.  The  rates  for  England  and  Wales  and  rural 
England  and  Wales  were  128  and  118  respectively. 

On  page  68  will  be  found  a  new  table,  introduced  this 
year  by  the  Local  Government  Board.  It  gives  very  detailed 
particulars  of  the  cause  of  death  and  age  in  weeks  and  months 
of  all  infants  dying  under  one  year.

The  number  of  uotiheations  was  again  very  large.  More 
cases  occurred  than  in  1904,  which  had  the  largest  number 
(293)  of  any  year  for  which  I  can  find  records.  Melbourne, 
Sawley,  Draycott,  Breaston  and  Sandiacre  contributed  prin¬ 
cipally  to  the  total,  but  it  will  be  seen  that  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  were  prevalent  more  or  less  all  over  the  District. 
The  outbreak  was  a  continuation  of  that  of  1904,  and,  like  it, 
was  not  peculiar  to  this  district.  The  towns  adjoining  the 
district  suffered  from  considerable  epidemics,  and  it  is  very 
likely  that  in  one  instance,  at  least,  the  disease  spread  from 
them  to  us.  As  in  1904,  the  illness  was,  generally  speaking, 
very  mild  in  character.  Although  so  many  cases  of  infectious 
disease  were  reported,  the  zymotic  death-rate  was  about  the 
average,  and  the  case  mortality  from  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Diphtheria  decidedly  below.  This  mildness  of  type  of  course 
again  contributed  to  the  spread.  Many  slight  cases  would  be 
overlooked,  and  others  would  not  be  properly  isolated  because 
the  disease  was  not  severe  enough  to  call  for  medical  advice. 

Prerentive  Measures  — Infected  houses  were  visited  upon 
receipt  of  the  notification.  When  necessary,  other  visits  were 
paid  to  make  sure  that  the  instructions  given  were  being 
attended  to.  Directions  were  given  in  regard  to  isolation,  and 
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the  precautions  necessary  to  prevent  any  spread  of  the  disease. 
Printed  bills,  containing  hints  "on  the  management  of  the  case, 
were  left  at  infected  houses.  In  suitable  cases,  post  cards  were 
given  to  be  returned  to  me  when  the  house  was  ready  for  dis¬ 
infection.  This  work  was  then  carried  out  under  supervision 
of  the  Inspector.  When  patients  were  removed  to  Hospital  the 
house  was  usually  disinfect jd  on  the  day  of  removal. 

Printed  notice  was  sent  to  headmasters  of  day  schools  and 
superintendents  of  Sunday  schools  when  children  notified  as 
suffering  from  infectious  disease  attended  school.  These  give 
the  nature  of  the  complaint,  earliest  date  of  safe  return  to 
school,  and  suggest  that  a  certificate  of  freedom  from  infection 
should  be  required  before  the  child  is  re-admitted.  I  am  afraid, 
however,  that  this  suggestion  is  not  very  often  acted  upon. 

In  districts  where  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  occurred 
caution  bills  were  distributed  by  means  of  the  school  children, 
and  large  notices  were  posted  in  suitable  places. 

Disinfectants  were  supplied,  free  of  cost,  to  persons  unable 
to  purchase  them. 

Regular  systematic  visits  were  paid  by  me  to  the  schools  in 
the  district.  In  some  instances,  where  infection  appeared  to 
spread  from  school,  I  examined  all  children  present.  By  this 
means  several  children  were  found  suffering  from  Scarlet  Fever 
or  Diphtheria  where  no  doctor  had  been  called  in.  The  school 
teachers,  without  exception,  are  always  willing  to  assist  in  every 
w'ay,  and  great  thanks  are  due  to  them  for  their  help  in  dealing 
with  infectious  disease. 

Antitoxin  was  supplied  by  the  District  Council  for  use  in 
cases  of  Diphtheria. 
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The  County  Council’s  offer  pf  a  free  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion,  in  suspected  cases  of  Diphtheria,  was  taken  advantage  of 
in  many  instances  and  was  most  valuble. 

When  insanitary  conditions  were  found  at  premises  where 
infectious  disease  occurred,  they  were  dealt  with  by  the  Inspector 
and  remedied  in  ever}’  case. 

lloxintal  Accommodation. — Eighty-eight  cases  of  Scarlet 
Fever  and  seventeen  of  Diphtheria  were  removed  to  Draycott 
Isolation  Hospital.  During  the  greater  part  of  the  year  the 
hospital  was  not  available  for  Diphtheria  on  account  of  the  large 
number  of  Scarlet  Fever  cases  removed  from  this  district  and 
from  Long  Eaton.  Frequently,  when  it  was  desirable  to  move 
Scarlet  Fever  patients,  it  was  not  possible  to  do  so  because  the 
hospital  was  full.  I  think  the  hospital  would  be  of  greater 
value  to  the  district  if  some  other  arrangement  for  admission 
could  be  made.  As  it  is  now,  when  there  is  an  extensive 
outbreak  in  a  parish,  a  certain  proportion  of  patients  are 
removed,  the  hospital  becomes  full,  and  when  it  is  desirable 
to  move  a  first  case  from  another  parish  there  is  no  accommoda¬ 
tion.  If  there  are  twenty  cases  of  fever  in  a  parish,  very  little 
beneBt  is  derived  from  moving  six  or  eight  of  them,  but  the 
prompt  removal  of  a  first  case  will  frequently  stamp  out  what 
might  become  a  serious  epidemic. 

Small  Po.x. — Fortunately  the  district  was  entirely  free  from 
this  disease  throughout  the  year.  Doubtless  the  vaccination  and 
re-vaccination  performed  during  the  scare  caused  by  the  out¬ 
breaks  of  a  year  or  two  ago  have  checked  the  disease  all  over 
the  country.  But  we  must  always  remember  that  a  case  might 
crop  up  at  any  time,  and  we  are  still  without  adequate  means 
of  dealing  with  it.

The  cases  were  distributed  more  or  less  all  over  the  district  and 
throughout  the  year.  The  disease  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  few 
of  the  patients  suffered  from  serious  after  effects. 

The  most  extensive  outbreak  occurred  at  Melbourne,  where 
there  were  63  cases,  with  47  infected  houses.  The  first  case 
was  reported  in  May,  after  this  the  number  rapidly  increased, 
and  the  schools  were  closed  on  June  8th  with  good  effect.  At 
first  some  difficulty  was  experienced  in  getting  children  removed 
to  hospital,  but  afterwards  consent  was  more  freely  given.  It  is 
now  some  years  since  there  was  an  outbreak  of  Scarlet  Fever  in 
Melbourne,  and  there  was  therefore  a  considerable  number  of 
susceptible  children  in  the  Parish.  The  disease  was  very  mild 
in  character,  and  it  is  likely  that  some  cases  were  never  seen 
by  any  doctor,  and  of  course  were  not  reported.  Under  such 
conditions  it  is  easy  to  account  for  the  rapid  spread  of  the  diseasp. 
The  number  of  cases  died  down  after  the  schools  were  closed, 
but  there  was  an  increase  for  a  time  in  August.  After  this,  up 
to  the  end  of  the  year  only  a  few  cases  were  notified. 

At  Sawley  there  were  40  cases  notified,  with  37  infected 
houses.  They  were  spread  more  or  less  over  the  last  nine  months 
of  the  year.  During  this  time  there  was  an  extensive  outbreak 
in  the  adjoining  town  of  Long  Eaton,  and  as  there  is  so  much 
communication  between  the  two  places  the  source  of  the  out¬ 
break  is  easy  to  find.  Like  Melbourne,  Sawley  has  been  very 
free  from  Scarlet  Fever  cases  for  a  long  time,  and  of  course  with 
so  many  susceptible  children  and  a  mild  type  of  disease,  there 
was  bound  to  be  some  spread. 
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duUaxton. — Thirteen  cases  occurred,  with  7  infected  houses. 
One  house  infected  was  the  home  of  a  milk  seller,  the  accom¬ 
modation  being  extremely  limited.  Fortunately,  there  were  some 
vacant  beds  at  Draycott  and  the  children  were  removed  there. 
In  this  instance  the  hospital  was  most  valuable,  but  had 
these  cases  occurred  a  few  weeks  later  than  they  did  there  would 
have  been  no  accommodation  for  them.  I  am  of  opinion  that  it 
would  be  wise  to  always  keep  two  or  three  beds  vacant  for  such 
urgent  cases  as  these. 

Drai/cott. — 12  cases  with  G  infected  houses. 

//rnismu.— 10  cases  with  7  houses  infected.  These  and  the 
Draycott  cases  were  .scattered  throughout  the  year  and  were  of 
little  importance. 

Stmdiacre — 17  cases  with  14  infected  houses. 

Ovkhrooh. — 11  cases  with  8  infected  houses. 

I )i pli f h eri a. —C&aes  notified,  98 ;  houses  infected,  HI ;  removed 
to  hospital,  20;  deaths,  5 ;  case  mortality  5.1  per  cent.  Case 
mortality  for  1904,  7.8  per  cent.  Average  case  mortality  for  pre¬ 
vious  five  years  84  per  cent. 

The  principal  outbreak  was  at  Draycott,  where  there  were  87 
cases,  with  2G  infected  houses.  It  was  a  continuation  of  that  of 
1901,  and  like  it  was  characterised  by  a  very  mild  type  of  disease. 
At  lireaMon  10  cases  occurred,  8  houses  being  infected.  In  Dray¬ 
cott  and  Brcastou  a  number  of  young  adults,  employed  at  various 
mills,  were  attacked,  and  I  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
disease  spread  rather  from  the  mills  than  from  the  schools  It  is 
extremely  difficult  to  deal  with  an  epidemic  of  this  discription. 
We  have  no  power  to  prevent  inmates  of  an  infected  house  going 
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to  work  so  long  as  they  are  free  from  disease,  and  it  is  quite 
possible  for  persons  to  convey  to  others  the  infection  of  Diph¬ 
theria  while  in  a  perfecty  healthy  state  themselves.  It  is  a  pity 
that  all  Sanitary  Authorities  are  not  able  to  compel  people  from 
infected  houses  to  stay  away  from  work  when  their  time  would 
be  spent  in  rooms  or  workshops  where  others  are  employed,  Of 
course,  compensation  for  loss  of  wages  would  have  to  be  given, 
but  the  cost  would  probably  not  be  very  great  and  value  for  the 
money  would  be  obtained  in  the  greater  facility  with  which  a 
commencing  epidemic  could  be  stopped. 

At  Sawley  there  were  16  cases  with  13  infected  houses. 

Spondon. — 9  cases  with  8  infected  houses. 

Most  of  the  Diphtheria  patients  were  treated  with  antitoxin, 
supplied  by  the  Council.  The  great  value  of  this  treatment  is 
becoming  more  evident  every  year  ;  in  the  District  its  general 
use  has  been  followed  by  a  considerable  drop  in  the  mortality 
rates,  In  1904,  8  per  cent,  died  and  in  1905,  o  per  cent,  whereas 
in  the  five  preceding  years,  before  its  use  became  general,  the 
average  mortality  was  34  per  cent. 

Breaston  Schools  were  closed  from  January  26th  to  February 
20th,  and  all  Breaston  children  were  excluded  from  Draycott 
Schools  from  February  3rd  to  February  20th  on  account  of  this 
disease. 

Enteric  Fever. — Cases  notified,  8 ;  houses  infected,  8  ;  deaths 
2;  case  mortality,  25  per  cent.  Cases  notified  in  1904,  7. 

Five  cases  were  at  Sandiacre,  two  of  which  were  removed  to 
Derby  Infirmary.  These  cases  all  occurred  at  different  times  in 
the  year  and  have  no  apparent  connection  one  with  another. 
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The  district  has  been  remakably  free  from  cases  of  Enteric 
Fever  for  some  years.  This  is  essentially  a  filth  disease,  and 
improvements  in  general  sanitation  is  bound  to  have  a  good 
effect  in  keeping  the  number  of  cases  down.  I  think  we  may 
fairly  say  that  the  district  is  now  getting  the  benefit  of  the  atten¬ 
tion  which  has  been  paid  in  recent  years  to  the  old  filthy  privy- 
pits.  Numbers  of  these  have  been  abolished  and  replaced  by 
pail  closets  or  properly  constructed  ashpits,  and  many  more  have 
been  made  good  by  being  lined  with  blue  brick  and  properly 
covered  in.  In  addition  most  of  the  old  cesspools  have  been  done 
away  with  altogether.  Another  potent  factor  has  been  the 
appointment  of  scavengers  for  the  more  populous  places.  The 
cost  has  certainly  been  well  repaid  in  increased  health  and 
comfort. 

Pufiperal  Fever, — Only  one  case,  at  Melbourne,  occurred 
during  the  year. 

Enjsi/ielax. — Notifications,  12;  houses  infected,  12;  no 
deaths. 


.Measlei. — This  complaint  caused  7  deaths.  They  were  dis¬ 
tributed  as  follows: — Draycott  1,  Sandiacre  3,  Sawley  1,  Stan¬ 
ley  2.

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GENERAb  3ANITATION. 

Water  Supply. — No  new  scheme  was  commenced  during 
the  year.  Unfortunately,  the  proposed  supply  for  Stanley  and 
West  Hallam  is  not  yet  available.  The  Committee  is  anxious 
to  get  on  with  the  work,  but  the  Local  Government  Board's 
sanction  to  the  loan  has  not  yet  been  given.  An  inquiry  was 
lielJ  ill  August,  at  which  1  was  present  and  gave  evidence.  It 
was  hoped  that  rapid  progress  would  be  made,  but  the  Board 
required  some  alterations  in  various  engineering  matters  to  be 
made,  and  the  settlement  of  these  points  has  caused  the  delay. 

The  Parishes  having  regular  public  supplies  arc : — Mel¬ 
bourne,  Normantou,  Littleover;  Sandiacre  has  a  supply  avail¬ 
able  from  the  Stapleford  and  Sandiacre  Water  Company.

Stanton-by-Dale  has  many  houses  supplied  from  Ilkeston. 

Stanton-by-Bridge  is  supplied  from  a  spring  near  by. 

Little  Eaton  and  Breadsall  have  a  few  stand  pipes  supplied 
from  springs  in  the  hills,  but  this  supply  should  be  much  extended 
and  the  water  made  available  for  laying  into  the  houses. 

Practically  the  whole  of  the  remainder  of  the  district  is  sup¬ 
plied  by  shallow  wells. 
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Excrement  disposal  and  Scavenging. — The  following 
Parishes  have  public  scavengers  ; — Normanton,  Melbourne.  San- 
diacre,  Ockbrook,  Spoudou,  Draycott,  Sawley,  and  Littleover. 
The  work  has  beeu  carried  out  satisfactorily  on  the  whole.  In  the 
other  Parishes  more  difficulty  in  getting  ashpits  emptied  is 
experienced  every  year,  and  the  trouble  will  continue  to  get 
worse  until  scavengers  are  appointed. 

The  Sawley  sewage  scheme  is  not  yet  commenced.  The 
Committee  proposed  at  first  to  deal  only  with  New  Sawley, 
where,  certainly,  it  is  most  called  for.  An  enquiry  was  held  but 
the  Local  Government  Board  declined  to  sanction  the  loan  unless 
Old  Sawley  was  also  included.  Accordingly  plans  for  this  have 
been  obtained,  but  an  appeal  has  been  made  to  the  Board  to 
permit  the  original  scheme  to  stand,  and  allow  the  re-sewering  of 
Old  Sawley  to  be  postponed  for  some  years.  The  two  systems 
will  entail  a  considerable  expense  on  what  is  principally  an  agri¬ 
cultural  Parish,  and,  while  a  proper  system  is  most  urgently 
needed  at  New  Sawley,  the  Old  Sawley  sewers  might  perhaps  be 
permitted  to  remain  for  the  present,  without  any  great  danger 
arising  from  them. 

Littleover  and  Spondon  are  preparing  schemes  for  dealing 
with  their  sewage,  and  Little  Eaton  will  probably  do  so  very 
soon. 

House  Sanitation. — Five  cases  of  overcrowding  were  found 
and  dealt  with  during  the  year.  Three  houses  were  closed  as 
unfit  for  habitation.  During  the  year  Messrs.  Forman  have 
devoted  a  considerable  time  to  house  to  house  inspection  with 
very  good  results.  As  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  the  Inspector’s 
Report,  a  large  number  of  notices  were  served  in  regard  to  dwell¬ 
ing  houses  and  in  most  cases  the  work  called  for  was  done,

Systematic  Inspection. — From  time  to  time  I  paid  visits 
with  Mr.  Forman  to  various  Parishes  for  special  inspections. 
The  extremely  large  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease,  how¬ 
ever,  made  it  impossible  for  so  much  time  to  be  given  to  this 
as  in  previous  years.  The  Parishes  visited  included  Chadde.sden, 
Draycott,  Little  Eaton,  Melbourne  (2),  Normanton,  Ockbrook, 
Sandiacre,  Spondon.  In  the  course  of  these  inspections  various 
insanitary  conditions  were  found,  due  notice  served  and  attended 
to  in  all  cases. 

Bye-Laws. — Bye-Laws  made  in  1899,  with  respect  to  new 
buildings  and  streets,  are  in  force  over  the  whole  district.  They 
follow  closely  the  model  b3-e-liiws,  are  satisfactory,  and  well 
enforced. 

Urban  Powers,  under  Sec.  42  of  the  P.  H.  A.,  are  in  force 
in  Draycott,  Littleover,  Melbourne,  Ockbrook,  Normanton, 
Sandiacre,  Sawley,  Spondon, 

Factories  and  Workshops  Acts.  1901. — The  provisons  of 
this  Act  have  been  duly  carried  out.  The  number  of  Workshops 
on  the  Register  is  58.  These  were  inspected  and  are  satisfactory. 
Several  notices  were  received  from  H.M.  Inspector  for  the 
District  and  their  requirements  attended  to.  A  list  of  Out¬ 
workers  is  kept,  there  being  now  96  on  the  Register.  Lists  of 
Outworkers,  living  in  other  Districts,  employed  by  firms  in  the 
Shardlow  District,  were  forwarded  to  the  authorities  of  those 
Districts. 

Fifteen  cases  of  infectious  disease  occurred  at  the  houses  of 
outworkers.  In  every  instance  the  work  was  stopped  without 
trouble. 
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The  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  are  now  quite  satisfac¬ 
tory  in  every  workshop  and  factory  to  which  the  provisions 
apply,  throughout  the  district. 

Bakehouses. — All  bakehouses,  28  in  number,  are  registered. 
They  have  been  duly  inspected  and  are  in  satisfactory  condition. 
Six  were  found  to  require  limewashing,  notice  was  served  and 
complied  with. 

There  are  no  underground  bakehouses  in  the  district. 

No  instance  of  the  employment  of  a  protected  person  in  a 
workshop  or  factory  where  an  Abstract  of  the  Act  was  not  posted 
up,  came  under  my  notice  during  the  year.

Report  of  Sanitary  Inspector  &  Surveyor, 

YEAK  ENDING  DEC.  31st,  1905. 


During  the  year  special  attention  was  given  to  house  to 
house  inspection,  upwards  of  250  houses  being  inspected  in 
Sandiacre  alone.  A  large  number  of  closets  of  the  privy  midden 
type  were  converted  into  pail  closets,  the  latter  being  preferable, 
as  they  are  emptied  weekly  in  those  Parishes  where  Public 
Scavengers  are  employed. 

The  District  is  remarkably  free  from  cases  of  overcrowding, 
as,  out  of  755  houses  inspected,  only  5  were  found  to  be  over¬ 
crowded,  viz.,  4  at  Sandiacre  and  1  at  Melbourne. 

Out  of  a  total  number  of  414  notices  served  by  me,  338  were 
complied  with  in  1905,  the  majority  of  the  remaining  76  being 
complied  with  in  the  beginning  of  1906. 

The  Scavenging  throughout  the  District  is  very  satisfactory, 
causing  the  special  inspections  of  closets  to  be  unnecessary. 

Contrary  to  expectations,  there  has  been  a  still  further 
decrease  in  the  number  of  houses  erected,  notably  at  Sandiacre, 
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although  Sawley  and  Littleover  were  up  to  the  average.  Owing 
to  the  quantity  of  land  laid  out  for  building  purposes  at  the  last 
two  Parishes,  a  considerable  number  of  houses  will  be  erected 
there  during  the  next  few  vears.

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Scavenging,  Sewage  Disposal,  &c. 

Aslon-on-Trent. — The  Scavenging  continues  to  bo  satisfactory 
and  the  house  refuse  is  collected  monthly 

Bmrow-on-Trent. — A  great  improvement  has  been  made  in 
the  condition  of  the  outfall  ditches  in  front  of  the  Hall,  owing  to 
the  sewage  from  the  Hall  being  treated  by  means  of  a  precipita¬ 
tion  tank  and  filter  bed  before  entering  the  ditches. 

The  whole  ef  the  outfall  ditches  on  the  south  side  of  the 
village  have  been  cleaned  out. 

Bremlon. — Owing  to  the  quantity  of  house  refuse  deposited 
by  the  roadsides,  the  District  Council  requested  the  Parochial 
Committee  to  take  steps  to  have  the  practice  discontinued.  The 
Committee  therefore  recommend  the  District  Council  to  apply 
for  powers  from  the  Local  Government  Board  for  the  collection 
of  house  refuse  and  for  scavenging  in  the  Parish. 

As  was  predicted,  it  has  at  last  become  necessary  to  have  a 
Sewage  Scheme,  in  order  to  deal  with  the  sewage  from  the  new 
streets  off  Willthorpe  Lane.  Mr.  F.  S.  Antliff,  of  Draycott,  has 
been  appointed  Engineer. 

Chelloston. — A  new  9"  sewer  has  been  laid  in  the  Swarkes- 
stone  Road  and  top  portion  of  Station  Road. 

The  whole  of  the  outfall  ditches  have  been  cleaned  out  and 
regularly  attended  to,  also  the  culvert  at  bottom  of  main  street. 

A  number  of  new  streets  are  laid  out  at  Shelton,  and  as 
they  cannot  be  connected  to  the  main  sewer  in  Derby  Road, 
the  disposal  of  the  sewage  will  cause  considerable  expense  in  the 
near  future. 
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Oraycott. — The  scavenging  is  very  efhciently  carried  out. 

The  improvement  in  the  effluent  from  the  Sewage  Farm 
appears  to  be  maintained.  The  outfall  ditch  from  the  farm  in 
Sawley  Lane  has  been  cleaned  out. 

A  new  9"  sewer  is  being  laid  in  the  Derby  Road  from  the 
Railway  Bridge  to  the  Market  Place,  which  will  result  in  a  great 
improvement  of  the  drainage  of  Claye  Street,  New  Street,  and 
The  Green. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  District  Council  will  soon  take 
over  the  streets  off  Station  Road,  as  the  sewers  are  in  bad  con¬ 
dition  and  urgently  need  re-construction. 

Elvuston. — A  Sub-Committee  was  appointed  in  October  to 
superintend  the  cleaning  out  of  the  brook  course. 

Litilt  Eaton. — A  number  of  house  drains  on  tlie  Green  for¬ 
merly  used  to  empty  into  the  disused  mill  race,  turning  it  into 
a  stagnant  pond  of  sewage.  These  drains  have  now  been  taken 
up  and  new  drains  laid  away  from  the  mill  race,  causing  a  great 
improvement  in  tlie  sanitary  conditions  of  the  houses. 

The  County  Council  is  pressing  for  steps  to  be  taken  for  the 
provision  of  sewage  disposal  works, 

LittUnver. — The  Parochial  Committee  has  not  yet  definitely 
decided  whether  the  sewage  shall  be  treated  by  the  Corporation 
of  Derby  or  by  separate  outfall  works. 

The  outfall  sewers  have  been  cleaned  out  and  a  new  sewer 
laid  in  the  Burton  Road. 

The  scavenging  is  done  very  satisfactorily. 
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Melbourne. — The  sewers  have  been  efficiently  ventilated  by 
means  of  shafts  erected  at  the  highest  points.  The  sewers  and 
manholes  receive  regular  attention. 

On  the  recommendation  of  Dr.  Barwise  the  Parochial  Com¬ 
mittee  is  about  to  have  a  filter  bed  constructed  on  the  farm, 
with  a  view  to  improving  the  effluent. 

The  scavenging  is  done  in  an  excellent  manner  under  the 
direction  of  the  Farm  Committee. 

Normanton. — The  Scavenger  gives  every  satisfaction  in 
carrying  out  his  work. 

Ockhrouk. — The  outfall  ditch  in  the  allotment  gardens  has 
been  piped  in,  the  sewer  extended  in  Vicloria  Avenue,  and  tlie 
one  in  Draycott  Road  repaired.  Gordon  Road  and  Central 
Avenue  have  been  taken  over  by  the  District  Council  and  new 
sewers  laid. 

The  outfall  ditches  at  bottom  of  Green  Lane  have  been 
cleaned  out. 

The  improvement  in  the  scavenging,  I  am  pleased  to  state, 
continues. 

Sandiacre. — A  new  9"  sewer  has  been  laid  in  Lenton  Sti-eet 
and  the  manholes  and  sewers  kept  in  good  working  order. 

The  scavenging  is  fairly  satisfactory. 

Saicley. — -Considerable  delay  has  been  caused  in  the  progress 
of  the  Sewerage  Scheme  by  the  Local  Government  Board  stipu¬ 
lating  that  Old  Sawley  should  be  included.  The  manholes  at 
the  end  of  the  various  new  streets  are  used  as  temporary  sewage 
tanks  and  emptied  regularly.  This  is  the  only  way  of  dealing 
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with  the  sewage,  aud  it  is  therefore  very  desirable  that  the  scheme 
should  be  in  proper  working  order  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  in  an  efficient  manner. 

Shardlow. — The  main  sewer  on  the  Derby  Road  has  been 
cleaned  out,  and  the  various  tanks  and  outfall  ditches  attended  to. 

Spoiidoti. — The  Parochial  Committee  approached  the  Cor¬ 
poration  of  Derby  with  a  view  of  arranging  for  the  sewage  of  the 
Parish  to  be  treated  at  the  Derby  outfall  works,  but  the  Corpora¬ 
tion’s  terms  were  considered  too  high,  and  the  Committee 
instructed  Messrs.  John  Shaw,  Son,  and  Fuller,  of  Derby,  to 
prepare  plans  and  a  report  for  separate  outfall  works.  The 
Committee  have  the  latter  under  consideration. 

A  portion  of  the  outfall  ditches  has  been  cleaned  out  and 
the  sewer  iu  West  Road  extended. 

The  scavenging  has  been  done  very  satisfactorily. 

Stdiileij-  mid  Went  llnllmii, — Messrs.  Elliott  and  Brown,  of 
Nottingam,  have  been  appointed  Engineers  for  the  proposed  Water 
Scheme,  and  an  enquiry  was  held  on  August  ^Stli,  at  West 
Hallam  by  the  Local  Government  Board. 

The  sewer  at  Stanley  Common  and  outfall  ditch  at  Stanley 
have  been  cleaned  out. 

Sunrkislone. — The  sewer  in  lane  adjoining  Barrow  Road  has 
been  cleaned  out.
